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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS or Tnx A.U. A. 


ARTICLE I. 


NAME. 

Sec. 1. This society shall be called the ‘‘ Albany 
Union of Associationists,’”’ auxiliary to the American 
Union of Associationists. 

OBJECTS. 

Src. 2. The object of this society shall be to obtain 
and diffuse as widely as possible, a knowledge of the 
system of association and attractive industry, discover- 
ed by Charles Fourier, and to carry into effect such 
parts of that system and such other economies as our 
present condition will allow, viz: : 

First. To insure a specified benefit per week to sick 
or disabled members, during the time they are prevent- 
ed from attending to their ordinary business: 

Second. To insure the respectable burial of deceased 
members and their déceased wives, and the attendance 
of the members of the association at the funeral, togeth- 
er with defraying the expenses thereof, when not. ex- 
ceeding a certain sum, to be established by the Union. 

Third. To procure funds for the establishment of 
grocery, provision, fuel, and other depots for the sale of 
such articles as the families of members may need, at 
wholesale prices, adding the experses of the establish- 
ment: and, 

Fourth. To purchase steck in any of the industrial 
associations established, or that may be established in 
the United States, for the benefit, and as an entrance 
fee of any of the members of this association, who may 
propose to remove into any of the said industrial asso- 
ciations; said stock to be registered in the name of the 
society, and held as the property thereof, until the 
member for whose benefit it was purchased shall pay 
to the society the value of the same, when it shall be 
transferred to the said person, and the transfer signed 
by the treasurer and countersigned by the president. 

ARTICLE I. 
OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1. The officers of this society shall consist of a 
President, Vice President, Recording Secretary, Cor- 
responding Secretary, Treasurer, Collector, Steward, 
Executive Committee of five, and Commercial Council 
of three, to be elected semi-annually by ballot.

or not, the Union may consider and decide upon the 
question, and if two-thirds of the members preseet vote

Art. 23. RULES OF THE DEPOT. 


Ru Le 1. This store shall be called the Depot of the 
Albany Union of Associationists, and shall be under the 
general superintendence of the Commercial Council, 
and immediate direction of the Steward. 


Rue 2. The Commercial Council shall make an 
estimate of the first quarters expenses, shrinkage, inter- 
est &c., arising in the Commercial Department, from 
which they shall estimate the percentage necessary to 
be laid on the estimated sales for the quarter to meet 
such expenses. 


At the expiration of this first quarter, the Commerci- 
al Council shall take an inventory of the property per- 
taining to the Commercial Depot, as goods, fixtures, 
money, &c., to ascertein whether the amount corres. 
ponds with the certificates of stock issued, and the re- 
sult shall be noted in the quarterly report of the Coun- 
cil. 

If the amount exceeds the certificates of stock the 
excess shall be entered as accumulated profits. If 
the amount is less than the amount of stock issued, a 
close examinatian shall be made, and if the deficiency 
should appear to be occasioned by shrinkage, then it 
shall be entered as such in the profit and loss ac- 
count, and the estimate for the next quarter shall 
contain a corresponding item sufficient to cover the de- 
ficiency and guard against itin future. The Commerci- 
al Council shall also report the estimated expenses for

Rue 3. In the sales of the goods no credit shall be 
given. 

Rute 4. Each member shall have memorandum 
books, upon which shall be entered, at cost price, each 
article purchased, and a corresponding entry shall be 
made upon the Stewards blotter, which entries shall be 
footed up once a week, and the percentage calculated 
upon the amount, which shall be paid before he is enti- 
tled to any more trade as a member. 

No member shall be entitled to trade as such, with- 
out presenting his book for the entry of the articles 
purchased. 

Rute 5. The Commercial Council shall authorise 
the purchase of goods at wholesale prices for cash or 
credit, if so ordered by the Union. . 

Rue 6. The steward shall take vouchers for all ex- 
penditures of money which shall at all times be sub- 
ject to examination by the Commercial Council, E-ve- 
cutive Committee, President and Treasurer if re- 
quired. 

Rung. 7 The steward shall keep accounts of all the 
transactions of the department as follows, viz: cash, 
invoice, expense, sales with members, sales with tran 
sient customers, and profit and loss accounts. 


Rue 8. There shall be no intoxicating liquors ex- 
posed for sale at the Depot. 

Rue 9. The Depot shall be kept open fourteen 
hours a day, six months in the year, and thirteen hours 
a day siz months in a year, or as the Commercial 
Council may regulate from time to time. 

Rue 10. The steward shall not appropriate any of 
the funds belonging to his department towards the pay- 
ment of his salary, without the order of the Council. 

Rute 11. The Commercial Council shall report at 
each weekly meeting of the Union the receipts, ex- 
penditures and amount of cash on hand atthe end of

ORIGIN OF UNCLE SAM. 





In the American anecdotes we find the origin of this 
national appellation : 

*Unciur Sam.’’—Immediately afler the deolara- 
tion of the last war with England, Albert Anderson, of 
New York, then a contractor, visited Troy, on the 
Hudson, where was concentrated, and where he pur- 
chased a large quantity of provisions—beef, pork, &c. 
The inspectors of the articles at that place, were Messrs. 
Fbenezer and Samual Wilson. The latter gentleman 
invariably known as ‘ Uncle Sam,’’ generally super- 
intended, in person, a large number of workmen, who 
on this occasion, were employed in overhauling the 
provisions purchased by the contractor for the army.— 
The casks were marked E.A.—U.S. This work fell 
to the lot of a facitious fellow in the employ of the Wil- 
sons, who, on being asked by some of his fellow work- 
men the meaning of the mark U. S. said he did not 
known unless it meant Elbert Anderson, and Unele 
Sam, alluding to Uncle Sam Wilson. The joke took 
among the workmen and passed currently; and “ Un 
cle Sam’ himself being present, was occasionally ral- 
lied by them on the increasing extent of his posses- 
sions. 

Many of the workmen being of a character denomi- 
nated ** food for powder,’’ were found soon after fol- 
lowing the recruiting drum, and pushing towards the 
frontier lines, for the double purpose of meeting the 
enemy and of eating the provisions they had lately la- 
bored to put in good order. Their old jokes of course 
accompanied them, and before the first campaign end- 
ed, this identical one first appeared in print,—it gained 
favor rapidly, until it was recognized in every part of 
our country, and will no doubt continue a national cog- 
nomen, while the U. S. remain a nation.

THE CONTROLLER’S REPORT. 


The Annual Report of Mr. Flagg, has been sent in to 
the Legislature, showing the different funds of the State 
and their uses. “It is entirely too long to find a place 
in our columes, we however, give some extracts. 
$411,261 have been applied to Educational purposes, 
during the last year, $25,910 for the instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, and $17,439 for the Blind. 

The gross receipts for tolls on Canals, was $3,531,- 
774, for the last year; for the same time the expendi- 
tures were $643,766; the net Canal revenue was $2,- 
888,005, equal to 9 3-4 per cent. on the cost of the Ca- 
nal, nearly 31 millions. 

The direct and contingent debt of the State amotints 
to $24,446,590, besides $4,014,521 deposited with the 
State, by the United States, for safe keeping, which 
will probably be called for, should the war continue. 

The amount paid into the State Treasury, on account 
of all the funds, for the year ending Sept. 30, was $5, 
552,244; paid out during the same time $5,275,468.— 
There was a balance of $538,191 in the Treasury at 
the same date. 

The Safety Fund Bank Note and Debt Redemption 
Fund is empty, and owes the State $857,164. The 
Fund has been all absorded, and the stockholders have 
lost $3,150,000 additional. 

$10,366,554, of the paper of the Free Banks was in 
circulation on the lst of December last, the redemp- 
tion of which was secured in various ways. 

Nineteen bankers and two associations have com- 
menced business during the last year, whose notes are 
secured by New York State stocks $1,881,444, by bonds 
and mortgages $70,000, 

The Controller speaks strongly against the free bank- 
ing system, by which bankers locate a bank as far back 


in the country as they can conveniently get, put their 
bills in circulation in this city, and then redeeny them 
at one half per cent discount. Itis evident from the 
report that the Banking system, needs improvement, 
and we trust the present Legislature will take the mat- 
ter into consideration and grant the relief required .— 
The Report is an able and well written document, and 
reflects much credit on its author. 


A. U. A.—We call the attention of our readers to 


the revised constitution and by-lawsof this association 
which appear in our columns to-day. The Depot has 
been organized but three months, and with the handful 
of members that first organized it has proved decidedly 
successful. We understand that it has proved a saving 
to the stock holders on the first quarter of over four 
hundred dollars, and during this quarter all the expenses 


of organizing had to be incurred. The saving will un 


doubtedly be much greater hereafter. We recommend 
the formation of societies si:milar in every city and yil- 
lage inthe State.
